It is our custom, in fact, a requirement of our by-laws, that the 
President report at the Annual Meeting of the Society on the activities 
of the previous year. This report shall be brief which is well as it has 
been said “happy are the people whose annals are short." — 

Stated meetings hase been held each month as required by the by-laws 
and one additional meeting has been held during the past year. It has hot 
been necessary for the Executive Committee to take any action during the 
year and no meetings of that committee have been held. All business of 
the Society has been transacted at stated meetings. 

The work of the Society has been carried on largely due to the efforts 
of the atanding committegson Program, Member ship and Publicity. To the 
chairmen and members of these committees I am stavenat for a job well done. 
There have been no special cémmittees appointed during the year. 

Meetings have been held mostly in the Cathedral of Learning, though 
one or two have been held in Carnegie Museum and elsewhere. At these meet~ 
ings, speakers and programs have been provided by the committee. The 
attendance throughout the year has been secugatan os few as four and five 
members being present once or twice. This is something that, should be 
corrected. Meetings and programs have been provided and will continue to 
be provided, but all such efforts connot avail if the membership does nd& 
a out and participate in the meetings. Of the meetings held since the 
last Annual Meeting five were not much as the membership generally did 
not attend. Boy's Night was a doubtful success as perhaps was to be ex- 


pected with this experiment which was being attempted for the third time. 


Of the remaining meetings; the ‘two social meetings, one at Webster Hall 
and one at the home of Mr. Scaife, were successful and well attended 
affairs. The four remaining meetings were successful with good turn-outs 
of the membership. The exhibits during the year were well up to the 
standards of interest of former years. That more members do not partic- 
ipate in this regular activity is to be regretted. The extra meeting 
took the form of our Annual Dinner and was held at the Penn-Lincoln 
Hotel in Wilkinsburg. The attendance at this dinner was the largest at 
any meeting during the year. We were treated to an illustrated lecture 
by a guest speaker, had exhibits and a bourse; all of which made for a 
pleasant and successful evening. 

Such is the record of the past year. If membership interest is lack- 
ing the coming year will be as the last. The offigers and committees can 
omly provide programs, the member ship must. do the rest. So much for the 
past, now for the future, if it may be included in this report.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


Gentlemen: 


Your President is pleased to suhmit herewith a summary 
report of the affairs of his office and the administration of the 
Society's affairs for the year ending June 5, 1945; 


Upon assuming office at the July meeting in 1944, and 
after conference with the Executive Committee, the President de- 
cided to consolidate the standing Committees on Membership, Pub- 
licity and Program, into one Committee of five members, due to 
the present war-time conditionse This plan has worked very well, 
and on behalf of the membership, the President wishes to acknow- 
ledge grateful thanks to the Committee for its splendid efforts. 


The President feels that the past year has been suc- 
cessful. Meetings have been interesting; the papers and discussions 
and exhibits displayed have been of general good quality. The 
average attendance of approximately eleven members per meeting 
may be considered satisfactory, since eight members were in the 
armed forces, and several visitors were attracted to each meeting. 
The Society's library has heen properly preserved and at least one 
reference book of high quality was added by purchase. The Treasury 
contains sufficient balance of funds to meet ordinary demands. 


The Program Committee distributed printed copies of the 
annual program as usual. The annual dinner meeting was scheduled 
again and proved to be an enjoyable occasion, well attended, with 
good exhibits, a trading bourse and a short appropriate program 
featuring reminiscenses by member George H. Clapp. Also at this 
affair, Christmas greeting cards were signed by all present and 
forwarded to members in the armed services. The Committee also 
scheduled an extra social meeting in mid-winter which was well 
received. An innovation was presented in the form of a "Boys' 
Night" for one of the Spring meetings. Thie proved to be very 
successful, with about a dozen young guests present to enjoy 4 
special program and exhibits. 


During the past year a special Committee reviewed the 
Society's By-laws and found the same to be adequate, except for 
one recommendation in regard to visitors. Accordingly, the men- 
bership adopted an amendment by which the Society may limit the 
visitations of any guest to three per year. 


A beginning was made toward strengthening the Society's 
affiliation with the Carnegie Institute, by offering our facili- 
ties to the Institute's Library, in a contributing and advisory 
capacity. 


Upon quitting the office which he has ever valued as 
your servant, the President wishes to express’ thanks to his fel- 
low officers, the various committeemen, and to each and every men- 
ber, for the fine spirit of cooperation received from all in pro- 
moting the best interests of the Society during these trying times, 
and to pledge his whole-hearted support in the same spirit—to the

Gentlemen: 


Following the last Annual Meeting, President 
Coatsworth expressed his belief that, for the period of the 
present war, with curtailment of activities and greater de- 
mands upon the time of individual members, it would be ad- 
visable to appoint one committee to carry out the functions 
of the Standing Committees indicated in the By-Laws. 


Accordingly, the undersigned Committee has at- 
tempted during the year 1944-45 to carry on as Publicity, 
Membership and Program Committee. In making this report, the 
separate identity of the three will be noted. 


Publicity. The Committee notes that during the 
year now closing S phase of its activities has required no 
particular attention; your Committee would be more greatly dis- 
turbed by this fact were it not true equally of the Publicity 
Committees immediately preceding it. 


Membership. During the year three applications 
have been received for membership, and in two cases the Commit- 
tee reported favorably and its recommendations were followed by 
elec$ion of new members, In the third case, an application 

has been on file for some time, but since most of the Committee 
have not seen the applicant, nor has any letter of reconmendation 
been received, the Committee has taken no action. The last 
mentioned application is attached hereto, that it may be referred 
to the succeeding Membership Committee. 


Program. In the late summer of 1944 the Committee 
prepared a formal program, beginning with the September meeting 
and extending through August of 1945, including the Annual Din- 
ner, With few exceptions this scheduled program was adhered to, 
and the thanks of the Committee are extended to those who pre- 
pared and delivered papers, and who, in other ways, contributed 
to the success of the programs. 


In addition to the Annual Dinner,, there were held 
three social meetings, and one meeting in the Russian Room of 
the Cathedral of Learning. All other meetings were in the Child- 
ren's Museum of the Carnegie Institute. An innovation in our 
program was Boys' Night, at the May meeting, At this time the 
Society had as its guests a number of young collectors, each of 
whom, through the gemerosity of the membership, received a packet 
of coins. In addition, there were special exhibits which the 
members briefly discussed; and it is the impression of the Commit- 
tee that the experiment was an unqualified success.

Recommendations. In the field of membership, it would be of 
value to the Membership Committee to have, not only the formal 
application with the signature of the sponsoring member, but 

a letter of recommendation from such member, In this way the 
Committee can receive immediately a great deal of background 
information on the applicant which can materially guide its 
actions. 


In the field of program, several points pay 
be made. First, efforts should continue to obtain, preferably 
from Carnegie Museum, better meeting quarters; but the acquisition 
of such room should not end the practice of holding several 
social meetings each year. 


The experiment of Boys! Night should be repeat- 
ed, at least once, and may have permanent value. The Annual 
Dinner should, of course, continue, and as much of a program as 
possible be arranged. 


In general, it is reconmended that each member 
make a positive effort to prepare an exhibit of interest for 
every meeting, and that the members endeavor to assist the Pro- 
grem Committee by volunteering and delivering papers of numis- 
matic interest and information.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 
gentlemen: | 


Your President is pleased to submit herewith a summary 
report of the affairs of his office and the administration of the 
Society's business for the year ending June 6, 19443 


After assuming office at the July meeting in 1943, the 
President conferred with the Executive Committee to determine upon 
a general plan of policies to be pursued during the ensuing admin- 
istration.Although it was agreed generally that war-time circum 
stances necessarily confined our plans to a rather simple routine, 
it was decided that the affairs of the Society should be conducted 
along the lines employed in normal times, insofar as it was possi- 
ble to do so. Accordingly, regular standing committees were appointed, 
and in August the President met with the Program Committee to out- 
line a schedule of activities. A planned program was drawn up, in 
which definite exhibits were listed for each meeting, special topic 
discussions were assigned to certain members for stated meetings, 
and the Annual Dinner Meeting was scheduled as usual. It was also 
decided to print the program in entirety for distribution among the 
membership and for presentation to other interested individuals and 
organizations. 

The President feels that the past year has been a successful 
one. The planned program has been executed with but few omissions; 
the papers and discussions, and the exhibits presented, have been of 
general good quality. The average attendance has been most gratify- 
ing, in view of the fact that eight regular members are now in our 
country's military services, and many others who reside at a consid 
erable distance from our meeting place are handicapped by rationing 
of gasoline. The Society's library has been properly preserved, and 
our treasury contains an adequate balance of credit to meet ordinary 
demands. 

It is fitting to express here the regrets of the President 
occasioned by the death of Member August Charles Gies, who had been a 
member of the Society from the year of its founding, and who contribu- 
‘ted so much in personal effort and numismatic knowledge to the Society's 
progress over a long span of years. 

Upon quitting the office which he has ever valued as your 
servant, the President offers two general recommendations for the con- 
sideration of the membership; first, that each member attend meetings 
whenever possible; second, that each member contribute his share and 
more of the extra effort necessary to the Society's life during these 
trying times, by whole—hearted cooperation with the succeeding admin- 
istration. 

The following specific suggestions are offered for the con- 
sideration of the newly-elected administration: 

- 1. — More frequent contact with our members in the armed forces; 
possibly a copy of the minutes of each meeting should be 
mailed. ( We must preserve these contacts, and be prepared 
to offer a well-organized and progressive Society to these 
members when they return to civilian life ). 

2. —- The more regular purchase of authoritative books each year 
for the Society's Library, with the privilege of suggestion 
extended to all members, and final purchase subject to the 


judgment of the Librarian and action of the member shi p

The appointment of a special committee to review the Society's 
by-laws, which were last revised in 1938, and which should be 
studied for possible revision at least once every five years. 
To consider the advisability of scheduling a social meeting 
during late Winter or early Spring, since we usually enjoy 

at least one such meeting each year in July or August, and the 
Annual Dinner meeting in November. ( This suggestion may haee. 
a certain timely significance durimg these War years ). 

To acquire if possible certain advisory and contributing 
authority in connection with the display of numismatic material 
in the cases of the Carnegie Museum' coin room. 

That members contact Boy-Scout Masters in their home communi- 
ties, offering their assistance to boys who seek to obtain 
Merit Badges in Numismatics, and offering to bring such boys 

to occasional meetings of the Society as guests. This is not 
proposed to encourage immediate memberships, but rather to gain 
sponsorship of possible good membership material in future years. 
The Society might well consider also expressing its position in 
this connection by letters addressed to the three executive 
councils of the Boy Scouts in Allegheny County. 


In closing, the President wishes to express thanks to his 


fellow officers, the various committeemen, and to each and every member, 
for the fine spirit of cooperation received from all in promoting the 
best interests of the Society during these very trying times. And, 
looking forward, let us determine to make the coming year, our Society's 
Sixty-sixth, the best in its history, both in the promotion of Science 
of Numismatics and in good fellowship.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT - 1943 


Gentlemen; 

Your President is pleased to submit herewith a summary 
report of the affairs of his office and the administration of the 
Society's business for the year ending June 1, 1943. 


The year began with natural misgivings, for at that time 
certain members had already joined the countyy's military forces, 
and others awaited their calls. Most of these members were regular 
in attendance, and had contributed much to the Society in the past. 
Soon after the election of officers in June, 1942, your President 
called a meeting of the Society's Executive Committee to discuss 
@ general plan of operation for the coming year. At that time it 
was agreed by all present that the Society should spend additional 
effort, if necessary, to carry business,as usual. Specifically, 
this Committee recommended that the President appoint a full roster 
of standing committees and that the Program Committee should be 
urged to plan and print for distribution a program of the Society's 
activities for the year. 


Although only six members attended the regular meeting 
in July, 1948, the attendance thereafter has been most gratifying, 
sinee each meeting has found almost every member present who could 
have been expected. Seven members of the Society are now in the 
military services, and to these for certain meetings were added 
several absences due to gasoline rationing. The Society welcomed 
to membership during the year Messrs. Peters, Davage and Stoneking. 


The President was invited to sit with the Program Com 
mittee in August, 1942, at which time the program of activities for 
the year was outlined. Feature presentations were planned for each 
regular meeting and the Annual Dinner meeting was scheduled as usual. 
At this point the President wishes to extend special thanks to the 
Program Committee for having produced the finest program which the 
Society has enjoyed within his memory. In fact, it can be mentioned 
here that this was the first program which was presented in entirety 
exactly as planned, since the adoption of annual planned programs 
several years ago. Innovations which contributed much to this suc- 
céss are worthy of mention: the meeting devoted to hobbies of members, 
other than numismatics; ,tthe presentation of current events at each 
meeting; the round-table discussions at several meetings upon general 
collecting problems; the trading bourse which featured the Annual 
Dinner meeting. | 


Earlier meetings of the year were held in the Cathedral of 
Learning of theaPittesburgh 4 University of ). However, this arrange- 


ment was disturbed when the United States Army contracted for the use 


of the building. The Society then returned to meetings in the Carneg-i 
ie Museum. It is the President's opinion that this affiliation with 
the Museum is desirable for the Society, and should be maintained. 


The Society was honored during the year by visitations by 
two of America's foremost Numismatists: Mr. George J. Bauer of Roches- 
ter, Ne Ye, past-president of the American Numismatic Association, 


and Mr. Sidney P. Noe, Secretary of the American Numismatic Society.

Gentlemen: 


It is the custom of the Society that the 
President shall present a report to the Annual Meeting af 
the Society, covering the progress and activity of the 
elosing year. 


During the past months the Society has 
maintained its roster of members, having received two new 
members, removed two for non-payment of dues, and having 
lost one member by death. Action was taken by the Society. 
to continue in good standing, suspending the payment of 
dues, those members who have entered the armed services of 
the country; two members are now covered by this rule, 


Special mention must be made of the loss to 
the Society in the passing of Perley W. Locker, formerly 
Vice-President, and, for a time Acting=-President ofour 
organization. During the years of his membership, Mr. Locker 
was always interested in our activities, and was a keen 
nunismatist, whose loss will be felt by many of the older 
collectors of the American series throughout the country, 
and by those who have, in our meetings, known his: cheerful 
companionship. 


During the year just past, the Society has 
met in the Cathedral of Learning of the University of Pitts- 
burgh, the longest period in our recent history in which we 
have been disassociated with the Carnegie Institute. This 
change has, in the main, been a beneficial one, and it is to 
be hoped that in the future our officers will continue to 
seek the most completely adequate meeting-place available. 


; Numismatically, the exhibits: of the Society 
have compared favorably with those of previous years, and the
